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REMARKS 

Claims 21 and 30 have been amended, claims 28-29 and 32-33 have been canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer, and new claim 37 has been added. Accordingly, claims 21-26, 
30-31 and 35-37 are currently pending in the application, of which claims 21 , 30 and 37 are 
independent. 

As for the amendments, Applicants merely incorporate allowable subject matter with 
respect to claims 28, 29 and 33. Namely, the amendments present allowable subject matter in 
dependent claims 28, 29 and 33 according to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
decision which affirmed the rejections against independent claims 21 and 30, but reversed all 
rejections against claims 28, 29 and 33. 

For example, the features of claim 28 (now canceled) have been incorporated into 
independent claim 21 , and therefore, claim 21 and all of the claims that depend therefrom 
(claims 22-26) are believed to be in condition for allowance. Additionally, the features of claim 
33 and intervening claim 32 (now canceled) have been incorporated into independent claim 30, 
therefore, independent claim 30 and all of the claims that depend therefrom (claim 31 and 
claims 35-36) are believed to be in condition for allowance. Further, newly added independent 
claim 37 incorporates the features of original claim 29 (now canceled) and its intervening claim 
28 that are indicated as allowable subject matters therefore, claim 37 is believed to be in 
condition for allowance. Therefore, claims 21-26, 30-31 and 35-37 should be allowed. 
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CONCLUSION

Accordingly, all pending claims are allowable, and the application is in condition for allowance.
